Ps. il, 7; Isa, lv, 3; Ps. xvi, 10, and 
that through Him were now pro.

|Commissioner Scott Estimates that 
{ Close on to 200,000 Immigrants Will 
| Come to Canada this Year—Antici- 
| pates that 70,000 Americans Will 
| Help to Swell the Numbers that are 
Rapidly Filling Up the Country 


| Ottawa.—W. D. Scott, commissioner 
of immigration, was before the Com- 
mons agriculture committee recently 
He estimated that close on to 200,000 
immigrants will come to Canada this 
year. 

Last year, he said, the arrivals 
totalled 146,908, which was a decrease 
of 44 per cent. over the previous year 
March of this season showed an in- 
crease of 7 per cent. He anticipated 
that 70,000 Americans would cross the 
boundary into Canada during the cur- 
rent year, Last season 4,500 had been 
turned back at the boundary because 
of physical unfitness or lack of money 

“Is the government aware that 50 
per cent. of the bonused immigrants 
\did not stay on the land but came 
back to the cities,” asked Alphonse 
Verville, of Maisonneuve. 

T don’t think 


“Tam not aware of it; 
it is correct,” answered the commis- 
sioner. He said there were 25 agents 
in the States. He knew nothing of 
these ngents “standing in” with land 
operators in the west to direct people 
to certain locations. Alluding to the 
medical inspection, Mr. Scott said that 
except in the case of assisted immi- 
grants there was none but a cursory 
examination at the gang plank when 
embarkation took place. 


To Meet Invasion of American Packers 


Calgary.—P. Burns, of Burns & Co., 
packers, announces that the firm will 
build at Vancouver a packing plant 
similar to their Calgary plant, with a 
capacity of 1,000 hogs daily. The firm 
will endeavor to supply the Western 
Canadian trade, which is now largely 
supplied from the United States owing 
to the inability of existing plants to 
cope with the demand, Burns & Co 
apparently are preparing to meet the 
invasion of the American packers, who 
have been gradually acquiring plants 
throughout the west. Business condi- 
tions, Mr. Burns states, in the prairie 
provinces are very prosperous, — this 
season witnessing a record-breaking 
influx of immigrants, the majority 
coming from the United States.

Plan to Communicate With Mars 

Paris.—Prof, W. H. Pickering’s plan 
of signalling Mars by a series of 
mirrors was submitted to Camille 
Flammarion. The proposition has the 
full approval of the eminent French 
astronomer, who said: “The project 
certainly is quite feasible. Signalling 
with light reflectors, of course, is the 
only practicable method of attempt- 
ing to communicate with other worlds 
and Professor Pickering has very 
wisely suggested July as the best time 
for making the experiments. Natur- 
ally the practical details of the scheme 


presented difficulties of execution, but 


none should be insurmountable, espe- 
| cially if the $10,000,000 proposed by 
| Professor Pickering be placed at his

Financing the Farm 

No feature of the economic system 
current in the prairie provinces con- 
tributes so much towards reducing the 
prices received for farm products as 
the practice that obtains in all busi- 
ness circles of having our liabilities all 
fall due in November. The interests 
that centrol the avenues through 
which our products obtain access to 
the consuming markets easily take ad- 
vantage of the fact that farmers in er: 
der to meet their obligations falling 
due immediately after harvest, bave 
to rush their crops to market, and in 
this way reduce the prices paid and 
secure the largest portion of it in the 
first three months of the crop year at 
a much less value than would be paid 
if marketed as the demand would al) 
sor it. 

The practice applies to all products 
as well as to grain and reduces enor- 
mously the amount of money availabie 
each year for liquidating the liabilities 
not only of the farmers but all busi. 
nesses in the country. 

This feature of farm econoinics 
should engage the serious considera. 
tion of not only our farmers Dut of our 
business men as well, when arranging 
for another season’s operations, and 
an effort should be made to extend 
payment over several months. '* When 
we thresh” is not the best tine to 
“ promise to pay’’ but ** When we can 
sell to the best advantage under right 
conditions and at right prices. ’’ 

Expenses incident to raising a crop, 
such as hired labor, threshing, repairs 
and open accounts such as yrocery, 
butcher, etc., ought to be promptly 
paid out of the first sales of the crop. 

While payments on secured liabilities 
such as mortgages, Insurance inter. 
ests, etc., might just as well be made 
in March as in November. As things

It Is the Most Exclusive Order In| 
the World. 


The news that the King has been 

leased to approve of the Earl of 

utham being made a Knight of the 
Garter in the place of the late Earl 
of Leicester will give special interest 
to the following facts on the story 
of the world’s premier honor, and 
how this greatest of distinctions is 
conferred, 

The origin of this illustrious order 
has been much disputed, but tradition 
has it that the choice of the emblem 
was determined by a trivial accident. 
It appears that Joan Countess of 
Salisbury dropped her garter of blue 
embroidered velvet when dancing 
with Edward IIT., and the King, pick- 
ing it up, tied it around his leg. But, 
observing the Queen’s jealous glances 
and the significant looks of his cour- 
tiers, he returned it to its fair owner 
ui mal 

pense!” (Evil be to him who evil 
thinks), adding, “that in a short time

to so high honor and estimation as 
to ,necount themselves happy to wear 


The knighthood now consists of the 
Sovereign—who is invariably the head 
of the order—twelve dukes, five mar- 
queer. and eight earls of the king: 

om. These, with the Earl of Durham, 
make up the total number of twenty- 
six members, but the reigning mon- 
arch has the power to extend the 
order to foreign sovereigns. At the 
present time these include twenty- 
one reigning rulers and = six heirs- 
apparent to European thrones. 

The order has for its principal em- 
blem the garter, whieh formerly was 
of light blue silk, with the motto set 
in pearls, rubies, or diamonds, It is 
now, however, of dark blue velvet, 
about an inch wide, with a buckle 
and pendant of solid gold and the 
motto in gold letters. It is worn on 
the left leg a little below the knee, 
but if the heed of the order ia a 
queen, she wears it on the left arm 
ubove the elbow. “ 

The dress of the knights of the 
order for ceremonial oceasions is, a3 
befitting the greatest distinction in 
the world, most magnificent. The 
mantle is of blue velvet, lined with 
taffeta (the finest white silk), and 
having the star of the order embroid- 
ered on the left breats, a hood of 
crimson velvet, a surcoat, or coat 
without sleeves, of the same material 
and lined like the mantle. A hat of 
black velvet fastened with a band of 
diamonds to the lining of white silk, 
and bearing a plume of white ostrich 
feathers, having in its centre a tuft 
of black heron’s feathers. 

Over the mantle is worn the ‘‘col- 
lar’ of the finest gold, with twenty- 
six garters—signifying the number of 
members—enamelled in azure blue, 
each enclosing a rose “gules’’ of red 
enamel and having between each gar-
